Pecause of the fact that actual vell output frequently falis below the SMV pre. 
guction norm, oi] field officials have for some time maintained a reserve 
supply of 80 to 159 tons of crudeoil in storage tanks at the various fields. 
This practice enaties them to meet the SMV norms i.e. whenever well prediction 
crops below the menthly quota the difference is drawn from the field storage 
tanks. For example, Muehlberg officials were forced to draw fron reserves at 
this field during the month of August because of the temporary loss of the cute 
pat, of a well, which normally produces 50 tons of cil per day. This well sandac 
vo and was out of regular nroduction for about three weeks. On the other hand 
if in a given month well production exceeds the norm the surplus crude oil is 
held in these reserva tanks. Soviet directors of the fields are awsre of this 
practice and senction it primarily because it enables them to satisfy their obl::
